A 23-year-old Sterling flier 
died at 1:30 a. m. today in a 
Peoria hospital of burns suf- 
fered when his small airplane 
burst into flames while in 
flight about 12 hours earlier. 


Ronald W. Landis, son of Mr. 


and Mrs. Harry E. Landis, Sterl- 
ing, was found staggering in a 
field about four miles south of 
Rock Falls by a farmer after the 
youth had crash-landed his flaming 
Aeronica Chief plane about 1 p. m. 
yesterday. His clothes had been 
burned off. 


Landis, father of two small chil- 


dren, was rushed to Community 
General hospital here soon after 
the crash and later was transferred 
to Methodist hospital at Peoria, 
where he died. 


The plane was swept by jfire after 


plunging into a corn field and com- 
ing to a stop with the nose in the 
ground and. the tail in the air. 
Jack Bicksby, state aeronautical 
safety agent who investigated, said 
the fire apparently started in the 
cabin of the plane because the 
blaze reached the motor last. 


Two small boys, Joe, 12, and 


Thad Hermes, 14, were credited 
with getting aid to the flier soon 
after the crash. Their father was 
first upon the scene after being 
notified by his sons, who had seen 
the accident from the . Hermes 
farm. 


Landis, who had been flying 


since 16, owned a third interest in 
the plane .with two other men. He 
had taken off .from Rock Fall?' 
airport, about 2 miles from the 
crash scene. 


Survivors, besides his two chil- 


dren, include his wife, .Wilma.

Tests designed to indicate think- 


ing ability and ability to express 
ideas will be administered to 20 
juniors and 19 seniors at each of 
the schools and returned to the 
University for scoring. Testing will 
be completed in all schools by mid- 
November, and scores will be avail- 
able before the Christmas holidays. 


More than 42,000 high school 


juniors and seniors • were tested 
and scoied last year In this pro- 
gram of the University of Illinois 
bureau of educational "research. 
Prof. J. Thomas Hastings, head of 
the unit on evaluation, directs this 
service. 


The test battery includes the 


California short-form test of men- 
tal matuuty to measure the gen- 
eral level of academic aptitude, 
the Illinois test of reading com- 
prehension in social science and 
physical science, and the Illinois 
test of wntmg skills.

Supt. Hoff's report on joint work 


of the school boards is as follows: 


The Mt. Morris elementary board 


of education a.nd the Mt. Morris 
high school board of education 
are meeting together each month 
and having intersehool commit- 
tees work out specific problems 
during the month. The recommen- 
dations of the joint committee 
meetings are brought back to the 
joint board meetings. 


A total of 204 students are be- 


ing transported by school busses 
to Mt. Morris schools. The high 
school board of education owns two 
busses and the elementary school 
board of education owns one bus. 
The expenses on the busses are 
proportioned according to mileage 
and number of students trans- 
ported. 


By working out bus routes co- 


operatively between the two boards 
of education, children are trans- 
ported to the schools without dupli- 
cation of the bus routes. 


In connection with busses, it has 


been rumored in the community 
that it is a violation of the law to 
store school busses in a public 


building. The boards of education 
wish to assure everyone that this 
matter was thoroughly checked 
into ahead of time and there is no 
violation whatsoever. ." 


A number of the teachers have 


been hired by both boards so as 
to have teachers teaching in their 
major field. Music, home econom- 
ics, girls' and boys' physical edu- 
cation, English and art are taught 
by teachers hired by both boards 
of education. The teachers' salaries 
are proportioned accbrding to the 
time spent in each school. 


The lunch program has been 


worked out on a cooperative basis 
so as to have one kitchen serving 
both schools. During the first week 
of school, there were on an average 
of 145 students eating in the cafe- 
teria. 


Many supplies for both schools 


are bought in large quantities and 
more discount is granted because 
of this type of purchasing. 


Both schools are using facilities 


jointly when it proves to be more 
efficient to do so. The elementary 
school is renting two rooms from 
the high school board of education 
tor the two secions of the fifth 
grade. Physical education for the 
junior and senior high school girls 
is taught in the new high school 
building. The boys physical edu- 
cation is carried on in the com- 
munity gymnasium for both the 
senior and junior high school boys. 


Both boards of education have 


taken out insurance policies for 
all students which covers all acci- 
dents while in school. No doctor 


l will be taken care of by the 


insurance company. 


The grade school has remodeled 


the basenfent in the new addition 
so as to have two extra classrooms. 
The furnace room in the ejement- 
ary building has been remodeled 
so as to be insulated and made 
Ire proof to make the building 
safer as far as a lire hazard is 
concerned.

A number of the classrooms have 


been redecorated. 


Office space has been made 


available on the first floor in the 
old high school building for H. A.

and .the racket this time is the "model" home. Here's the 
way the dodge works: 


A salesman you never saw before—and won't see again 


if he has his way—knocks on your door some fine morning. 


He offers you an extra special low price for dressing up 


your home with a fancy siding of imitation stone or brick, 
roofing and siding of asbestos, magic paint which will pro- 
tect your house from everything forever, basement water- 
proofing, or what have you. 


You get the extra:special low price for the job if you will 


allow your refurbished dream house to be shown as a model 
for other prospective customers. More often than not you 
will be promised a commission on all sales turned up by 
showing your home as a model." You'll be told you very 
probably will even show a profit on the whole deal.

Then comes the pain. The salesman will begin dealing 


a set of contracts at you to sign, like they were a deck of 
cards. It would take you a week to read them all, much less 
understand what they said. And they're loaded with fine 
print the size of white corpuscles. • 


Not wishing to confess you can't read what it says right 


there in plain English, you sign all practically sight unseen. 


Not long after, the "magic" paint on the house begins to 


unfurl like a flag. The stmnd of rushing waters is heard 
again in the basement. You're just as happy that all the cus- 
tomers who are coming to see your model home haven't 
showed up. And they won't. 


All that money you were going to make in commissions 


was just part of the racket. The cosmic clipping you got on 
shoddy materials and workmanship was the other part. 
• 
• • 


So you go whooping and hollering in search of the hand- 


some stranger who sold you this mess. But the chances are 
he's long gone from those parts, never to return. Even if 
you do locate him, you'll probably find he's legally in the 
clear because of all that fine print you didn't read. 


Civic and business organizations reporting the spread of 


the racket suggest, to safeguard yourself, that if the con- 
tracts are too much for you to digest yourself that you hire 
somebody to check them. Another precaution would be to 
contract for such work with firms you know in your own 
neighborhood. 


It's aU'right to pay to have a model house as long as you 


know what's it's going to be a model of. But there's no use 
handing over good money to have your basement patterned 
after a swamp. 


Pilots Are Well-Off-Ou the Ground 


Pilots have said that flying a plane is a whole lot easier 


than driving a car. That's not so hard to believe when you 
think of all the things that can happen to a motorist at an 
intersection—which is a thing pilots don't even have to worry 
about. 


The motorist protecting himself against crossroads ca- 


tastrophe not only has to watch for stop lights and stop signs, 
he has to be sure the other fellow is obeying them, too. He 
not only must make his own left and right turns correctly, 
he has to be sure the other fellow is doing the same.

This will tie up th'e loose ends of the matter of Arthur Hays Sulz- 


berger's journey to Moscow during the war attended by James Res- 
ton. 
Sulzberger is the publisher of the New York Times. Reston is 


a correspondent on the Washington staff of the Times. Admiral Wil- 
liam Harrison Standley, who was the American ambassador in Mos- 
cow at the time, wrote in his memoirs and told mu 
verbally that Sulzberger went as a director of the 
international Red Cross and that Reston was rep- 
resented as his secretary. 


Sulzberger has accused me of writing some 


"errors" but when I closed in on him for a bill of 
particulars he took evasive action. 


Standley wro'te in his memoirs that Roosevelt 


cabled" him: "'Mr. Arthur Sulzberger of the New 
York Times is a director of the international Red 
Cross. He desires to visit the Soviet Union in the 
interest of the society. It is requested that you 
obtain the necessary permission and visas.' " 


You may note that the admiral says he is quoting literally from 


a message from Roosevelt. - 


Roosevelt had barred Roy Howard from all fronts and war zones 


on the ground that he was a publisher and had his fair share.of iep- 
resentation in his staff reporters. 
Actually, Roosevelt was running 


strafe on Howard, but even so Howard was offered a chance to 


make a trip if he would pretend to be a Red Cross observer of some 
sind. Roy did not go into the particulars because this struck him as 
a proposal to abuse the Red Cross. The enemy might seize on such 
a subterfuge to repudiate the Geneva convention: with terrible conse- 
quences to prisoners of war and civilians in occupied zones. Howard 
spurned the proposition. 


Slandley look up Roosevelt's request with the Soviet foreign of- 


ice and Stalin wanted to know whether Sulzberger was coming 
solely in the interests of the Red .Cross, "or as an editor and news'- 
paperman." He replied that he was sure Sulzberger was not com- 
ng as a newspaperman.

MOBY ON BRIDGE 


Use Give-Up Play With Discretion 


BY OSWALD JACOBY 


. One of the most familiar plays 
in bridge is the "give-up" play. 
Its technique is very simple. You 
simply allow the opponents (to de- 
feat you. 


Naturally I don't 
recommend 


this play, but it would be foolish 
to ignore the fact that practically 
all players make use of this play 
more often than they should. In 
today's hand South timidly made 
the give-up play instead of fight- 
ing for his contract. 


West opened the five of dia- 


monds, and declarer tried to fi- 
nesse dummy's g'ack. East won 
with the king of diamonds and re- 
turned the ten. 
West t carefully 


played the queen of diamonds on 
the second trick to make sure of 
being able to continue the suit. 


When West was allowed to hold 


the second trick with the queen of 
diamonds, he continued with the 
nine of diamonds, forcing 
out 


dummy's ace. 


Now declarer had to find a way 


to make nine tricks. He decided 
that even if the spades broke 3-3, 
he would still need the club finesse 
or a heart-trick. He decided to es- 
.ablish a heart trick at once in the 
hope that East had the ace of 
hearts, or that each opponent had 
four diamonds. 


West naturally pounced on the 


king of hearts with his ace. and set 
declarer mmedialely by running 
the rest of" the diamonds. South 
liad made the give-up play, and 
deserved exactly what he got. 


The correct play is to run the 


spades after taking the ace of dia- 
monds. West is practically com- 
pelled to signal with first the seven 
of hearts and then the three of 
hearts. This warns declared that 
the ace of hearts is held by West. 


South can also feel jsUre that 


West began a five-card diamond 
suit. If East held four diamonds, 
leaded by the king-ten, he would 
iave returned his fourth-best dia- 
mond at the second trick instead 
of the ten of diamonds. 


By this time, therefore. South 


knows that West began with five 
diamonds, three or more hearts, 
and thee spades. West therefore 
cannot have more than two clubs 
and may not even have that many. 
South should therefore continue by 
cashing the ace of clubs, and lead- 
ing the jack through East for a 
finesse. This line of play would, 
of course, fulfill the contract.

Congress gave Truman the same 


treatment it has been giving Morse 
for-five years: a good chill. Al- 
though they spend a sizable amount 
of time investigating other people's 
financial dealings and disclosing 
them publicly, members of Con- 
gress have shown small enthusiasm 
for disclosing their own.

Ulcers to Cure Selves

ation for ulcers doesn't touch you. 
ulcer. The ulcer is left alone, to 
cure itself. 


The operation removes 75 per 


:ent of the stomach. 
It takes away most of the upper 


part of the stomach, which is the 
part that produces the acid tha 
auses ulcers. With the cause gone, 
the ulcer gets well by itself arid 
ew ulcers apparently will not get 
tarted. 


Saves Bottom Part 


The operation saves the bottorti 
art of the stomach, with its valve 
lat keeps food from being emp- 
ed out of the stomach fbo soon. 


The nerve regulating this vajve 


Iso is saved. 
Quick-emptying of the stomach 
an cause weakness, loss of weight, 
icart palpitations and other trou 
bles. This kind of distress often 
follows ulcer surgery that removes 
all of the stomach, or the bottom 
part with its valve. 


The new technique was described 


today to the opening of the Ameri- 
can College of Surgeons' Clinical 
Congress by Drs. William D. Kel- 
ley, Snorri Hallgrimsson, Richard 
Egdahl and Owen H. Wangensteen, 
of the University of Minnesota 
Medical School. 


Animals Recover 


It works well in animals, to well 


that they don't get new ulcers even 
when given daily injections of his- 
tamines which ordinarily do cause 
ulcers in dogs and cats. 


Forty-five humans have had the 


new ulcer operation and seem to 
be doing well, but it is still too 
early to tell how good the opera- 
tion is, the doctors said. 


The new operation is done only 


for ulcers of the duodenum, the 
first part of the intestine leading 
from the stomach. About eight out 
of nine peptic ulcers occur in the 
duodenum. 


The technique was designed to 


save the stomach valve and its 
nerve to cure ulcers without let- 
ting food go through the stomach 
too fast.

Five Americans Play Dead, Survive 72 
Waterless Hours in ;01d Baldy' Bunker 


SEOUt, Korea—W>—Five Ameri- 


cans soldiers-wounded, hungry, and 
without a drop of water - lived 
through 72 hours of hellfire on the 
rugged Korean hill known as Old 
Baldy. 


When their buddies from the 2nd 


Division retook the height Sunday 
after savage in-fighting with Chi- 
nese Reds, the five stopped playing 
dead and crawled or were carried 
from their battered bunker. 


They had huddled in the dilapi- 


dated log and earth cave under the 
earth-shaking pounding of Allied 
and Communist big guns. 


Twelve men had crawled into 


the bunker Thursday evening when 
an assault force of Chinese swarm- 
ed over their positions. Seven died 
in the bunker or may have es- 
caped. 


Given Account 


The account of their ordeal was 


given by Cpl. Ed Berlin, front- 
line reporter for the Pacific Stars 
and Stripes, who interviewed the 
men on the scene. 


Time and again during the first 


night, Berlin said, Chinese soldiers 
threw grenades into the small en- 
closure. Just as often, a Red Sol- 
dier would peer in and open up 
with a spray of machine-gun bul- 
lets. The trapped men fired back 
at each intruder. 


Then the men in the bunker lay 


behind the bodies of their dead 
fellows and kept still, hoping, hop- 
ing hoping the Reds would think 
them dead too. 


One of the survivors, a 22-year- 


old private first? class from New 
York City, told Stars and Stripes: 


"We couldn't have lasted another 


day but we knew they wouldn't 
let Old Baldy go. We never lost 
hope and all of us prayed." 


A big master sergeant from Cal- 


fornia said the men went without 
'ood the entire time although they 
had plenty of rations. 


"We had no water so we were 


afraid to eat anything." he said. 


The sergeant also related how 


he Chinese thought everyone in 
the bunker was dead. 


Left For Dead 


"Logs and stuff were piled in 


he doorway and after the last 
Chinese sprayed us with 'his burp 
gun they let us alone, except for 
heir artillery and tanks, we must 
lave gotten at least 150 direct or 
near hits." 


The only food they touched dur- 


ng the 72 hours was a can of 
grapefruit juice and a couple of 
irangeS. The men cared for their 
vounds as best they could. The pri- 
ate gave a lieutenant in the bunk- 
r a blood transfusion from a 
bottle. 


During-that first night, the pri- 


vate said, "the Reds came up to 
he bunker every five or -10 min- 
utes, Each time one of them pop- 
>ed his head in the door we let 
ilm have it with our carbines.

Attack Starts
